NODXA MEMBERS TO ACTIVATE AUSTRAL AND THE MARQUESAS ISLANDS 
ON RTTY. Northern Ohio DX Association members Bill/W8JGU and John/K8YSE will 
operate from Rurutu (OC-050, Austral Islands) and Nuku Hiva (OC-027, Marquesas 
Islands) with the main focus on RTTY. Their tentative schedule is to operate from Rurutu 
Island from June 8-12th and Nuku Hiva Island from June 14-18th. There may be some 
operating from Tahiti as well. John and Bill will sign FOOPAP and FOOMAC, respectively. 
These may count for BRAND NEW RTTY entities once voted and approved by the DXAC. 
Look for them on RTTY on 40, 30, 20, 17, 15, 12 and 10 meters on the usual frequencies. At 
times there will be 2 stations on the air with one on RTTY and the other on CW or SSB. They 
will try to give attention to Europe as openings permit. Operations on 80 and 160 meters is 
reported unlikely.
